more clearly the sinister nature of the 
government in business. ' No sooner was 
Morgan appointed than the President him- 
self sent him to Mr. Farley where a clean- 
minded and idealistic public servant was 
to be converted by the prize fight pro- 
moter into the practices of shady politics. 
Thus our government ventures to support 
the men in power with an army of voters 
and heelers irrespective of the deal the 
people receive. 


But Morgan hadn't been an honest man 


all his life to sell out on a moment's no- 
tice. In short and abrupt words he told 
Mr. Farley he "would appoint whom he 
liked and that he had no interest at all 
in politics." 


Though Mr. Farley claims he never 


did anything to hurt Morgan he concedes 
he "never tried to help him in connection 
with the TVA." Morgan was dropped like 
a hot potato. He wouldn't work with the 
gang. Gradually he was placed in a posi- 
tion where he could be knifed in the back. 
The full confession follows from Mr. Far- 
ley, probably written as a warning to 
other independents: 


"Moreover, he never consulted Dem- 


ocratic senators, and they were not in- 
clined to go to his defense or to give 
him a lift in presenting his side of 
the case to the public." 
This is a harsh and cynical exposure 


of a tainted piece of business. 
Morgan 


•was selected as head of TVA because of 
his outstanding character and ability. But 
when he wouldn't go along with the boys, 
when he wouldn't appoint political engin- 
eers who had probably been released else- 
where for undependability, when he, in 
short, remained true to the people, the 
wolf pack was upon him tooth and nail. 
And so the President was brought to dis- 
charge him peremptorily, while the piling 
evidence now rising high before the inves- 
tigating committee shows that his sin was 
his honesty. 


Xo, he didn't make deals, as Farley 


advised hirr. with the senators "from that 
area." Alone and unaided he saved the 
country from the 5 million dollar Berry 
marble fraud. 


And his reward.—a blow in the back.

The evidence in all the cases indicates

Neither is the killer particular 


about age or sex. Whether the corpse he 
dissects is male or female, young or old, 
black or white, big or little, seems to mat- 
ter not. 


Ti.is fic-nd pixibribly could qualify as 


a sane person under the usual rules. Cer- 
tainly he remains free which indicates that 
he conceals any abnormal conduct that 
might bring him to the hands of the po- 
lice and subject him to the scrutiny given 
every apprehended person in Cleveland 
s:nce these crimes started to 
pile up. 


While the killer is cunning he sometimes 
takes sizable chances. He has been known 
to deliver the dissected bodies of his vic- 
tims to prominent places and under cir- 
cumstances which might have resulted in 
detection. 


Although the case is a remarkably ex- 


treme one it reveals not alone the far 
depths of human perversity but the intri- 
cate nature of the task assigned the police. 
Because of a cc-rtain deft handiwork in the 
dissecting of the corpses the killer is cred- 
ited with skill and probably medical edu- 
cation, yet the finest dragnet, dogging the 
footsteps of every intern and hospital at- 
teeiant and going over the records ol the 
i 


considerable number who have shown ten- 
dencies at sadism, have not brought in 
even one faded clue. 


But the killer will be caught. The very 


blood lust he seeks to satisfy and the se- 
curity he feels at his apparent success 
will trip and throw him. 


AN ORIENTAL TRUCE 


Just a month after Russian troops be- 


gan fortifying Changkufeng 
heights 
a 


truce brought a cessation of hostilities. 


Each side with straight face asserts 


the other side lost three times as many 
as it. The attempt to glean the truth from 
mutually tricky statements will not bring 
precise results but it seems fairly accur- 
ate to say that several thousand men died 
and from five to ten thousand more were 
wounded in the encounters. 


The effort to learn the precise terms 


of the truce is equally baffling. At a cer- 
tain agreed time the guns were quieted 
with the understanding that each side 
•would remain where the closing hour 
found it. Beyond that there \ver* some 
very ambiguous statements about negoti- 
ations between representatives of the two 
nations. 


All communiques and press dispatches 


printed in Moscow picture the Japs yield- 
ing to the Soviets. All communiques and 
dispatches printed in Japan picture the 
Soviets as yielding to the Japs. 


Of course there must have been in the 


very nature of things an agreement upon 
terms or the principles underlying the ne- 
gotiations which could make final adjust- 
ment of the problem possible. 
But the 


indefinite nature of the published terms 
indicated a compromise, and perhaps such 
an even splitting of claims and conten- 
tions that neither side wishes to speak 
further to its people lest face be lost in 
that the other side was neither pulverized 
nor did it cowardly slink away. The en- 
tire incident, its brutal and needless onset 
and its vague and shadowy termination are 
as Oriental as almond eves. 


CHEESE AND THE HOLIDAY 


In justice there should be no cheese 


holiday in Wisconsin. 


In very justice of course the men who 


are responsible for the ever 
growing 


dairy herds in the south and the constant 
building of cheese factories should be 
made accountable for the destruction they 
have wrought. 


They will probably use some form of 


passing the buck. Perhaps treasury funds 
will be employed to reduce surplus stores 
of cheese by removing them from the 
market. And then everyone, the dairy 
men included, will be taxed, directly or 
indirectly, to pay for the federal funds so 
employed. 


The fumblcrs who stimulated the south-

Sitting directly behind South, I 


was shocked at the two spade re- 
sponse and wondered whether he 
•would be lucky enough to redeem 
himself. When the grand slam final- 
ly was reached and North (after a 
low club opening) exposed his hand 
I was not surprised to see that a 
trump loser was a virtual certain- 
ty. A miraculous trump break, such 
as the Q-J blank in either 
hand, 


would have saved the declarer, but 
•when it failed to materialize he was 
down one. 


Superficially, it might appear that 


North was responsible for this de- 
bacle because he took out the iron- 
clad six no trump to seven spades. 
In my opinion, such an observation 
would be quite out of order. 
The 


fault was 98 per cent South's. His 
spade suit did not remotely justify 
a jump take-out, and North could 
not be expected to allow for such a 
skimpy suit. After all. North had 
four honor tricks with beautiful 
distribution for spades. South, in 
addition to making a jump take-out, 
had initiated the four no trump con- 
vention, thus placing the aces of 
hearts and diamonds and the king 
of spades. Of course. North realized 
that there might be duplication m 
clubs, but nevertheless it was in- 
conceivable that South's spade suit, 
at the worst, should not be K-J 
high. If it were five 
long 
there 


would be an excellent chance to 
drop the queen and, of course, there 
was an even better 
chance 
that 


South had the K-Q and that no 
drop or finesse would be needed. It 
is true that seven diamonds would 
have been a better bid than seven 
spades, and that it actually would 
have been a lay-down. 


South had been seduced, by an 


impressive array of honor tricks, in- 
to a very bad bid. I repeat, his spade 
suit was much too anemic to war- 
rant a jump take-out, and his distri- 
bution as a whole was distinctly no 
trumpish.
